1. ‘Action Requested: Approval of the above subject for our next 
Discussion/Dinner subject. Thursday, 8 November, has been tentatively 
reserved on your calendar for the purpose. 


2. Background: The reliability of the allies of the Soviet Union 
in the Warsaw Pact is a subject of considerable current academic interest. 
The recent annual meeting of the American Political Science Association 
had a panel entitled, "Eastern Europe: Soviet Asset or Burden." Further, 
earlier in the year RAND conducted a study on the subject in which various 
academic specialists[—S—S—s—Sd participated. These activities indicate 
that we can be sure of obtaining interested and well informed participants 
from outside. There are good reasons for renewed Government concern. We 
know, for example, that the Soviets have been rearming the WP forces with 
arms of improved quality. It is because of this development, in part, that 
there is currently even greater pressure than usual on the US and its NATO 
allies to strengthen the forces of the alliance. But there are also various 
indications of restlessness in Eastern Europe and of growing resistance to 
Soviet control. In sum, the perennial question of the reliability of the 
Soviet allies in the WP, especially in a period of military crisis, is both 
timely and worthy of re-examination. .
